Many young women use the “pull-out 
method” for birth control, and they tend 
to have more unintended pregnancies than 
other women, a new study suggests. 

Researchers compiling surveys from 
more than 2,000 women ages 15-24 found 
31 percent had used the pull-out method, 
also known as withdrawal or coitus inter- 
ruptus, over the past two years. 

Of those women, 21 percent reported 
having an unintended pregnancy. In con- 
trast, 13 percent of women who only used 
other forms of birth control got pregnant 
unintentionally. 

“We found that people tend to use the 
withdrawal method when they’re not re- 
ally planning ahead,” Dr. Annie Dude, a 
resident in obstetrics and gynecology at 
the Duke University Medical Center in 
Durham, N.C., and lead author of the pa- 
per, said. 

“It’s a lot more common than many peo- 
ple realize,” she said. 

And, Dude added, her study shows with- 


drawal doesn’t work as well as other birth 
control methods for avoiding unintended 
pregnancies. 

The most effective birth control meth- 
ods are longer-term reversible contracep- 
tives, such as intrauterine devices and im- 
plants that go under the skin. Less than one 
woman in 100 will get pregnant each year 
using these forms of birth control. 

Slightly less effective forms include the 
Depo-Provera hormone shot, the Pill, the 
ring and the patch, all with failure rates be- 
tween 2 percent and 9 percent per year. 

When used properly, withdrawal carries 
about the same risk of pregnancy as con- 
doms and diaphragms, with failure rates of 
15 to 24 percent per year. But because with- 
drawal requires good timing and commu- 
nication between partners, some experts 
estimate that failure rates may be even 
higher, between 18 and 28 percent. 

Women who use the pull-out method 
instead of condoms also are at risk for sex- 
ually transmitted infections, such as chla- 
mydia and HIV.

The early numbers on Divvy 
indicate the service seems 

to be building a steady fol- 
lowing, in some cases even 
among hard-core disbelievers 
who originally criticized it as 
being an expensive govern- 
ment boondoggle that would 
generate little public support 
beyond tourists. That initial as- 
sertion was reinforced when 
the Emanuel administration 
delayed last year’s planned in- 
troduction of Divvy. 

Bill Choslovsky, a Chicago 
lawyer who rides his bike on 
weekends, was one of the 
skeptics, certain that the pro- 
gram would fail. 

“The first Tribune article | 


read was about the $22 mil- 
lion cost for 4,000 bikes,” 
Choslovsky, 44, said Friday. “I 
asked myself: ‘Are these magic 
bikes? What's the deal?’ ” 

Then last Tuesday, during 
the evening rush period, he 
needed to go from his law of- 
fice on LaSalle Street to his 
parents’ apartment near Water 
Tower to celebrate his broth- 
er’s birthday. 

“I was late. | could have 
jumped in a taxi and that 
would be a slow crawl. It was 
about 2 miles—too far for a 
walk if I’m ina hurry. The ‘V 
was four blocks away and | 
didn't feel like sweating with 
strangers in a cramped car,” 
Choslovsky said.

Chicago’s budding bicycle-sharing program has attracted thousands of 


tourists, biking enthusiasts and the just plain curious this summer, city 


transportation officials say. But preliminary data obtained by the Tribune 


suggest the new service also is beginning to catch on with the primary 


target markets—public transit commuters and drivers. 


There also are early indications that the Divvy bike-share program is 


clicking beyond the central business district, and is attracting customers 


in neighborhoods who are opting to pick up a bike, pedal a short distance 


and drop it off to run errands or go to appointments, then climb back on a 


Divvy bike for the trip home, officials said. 


“In the high season of tourism, espe- 
cially when you have events like Lolla- 
palooza downtown, that’s where we are 
going to see high ridership numbers. But 
we are seeing high ridership numbers all 
over the city,” said Scott Kubly, deputy 
commissioner at the Chicago Depart- 
ment of Transportation. 

The Divvy bike-share service, less than 
two months old, surpassed the 150,000- 
trip mark Friday, according to CDOT: 
About 5,000 annual Divvy members 
are enrolled, at $75 each, and more than 
37,000 24-hour passes have been sold, at 
$7 each. 

More than 458,000 total miles have 
been logged on individual trips since 
the service was introduced June 28, and 
the trips have averaged roughly 18 min- 
utes each in recent days as more docking 
stations have opened, according to city 
transportation data. 

Also, the three-speed bikes painted 
“Chicago blue” have logged more than 


11,000 miles a day in recent days this 
month, with some weekend days exceed- 
ing 25,000 miles, the data show, based on 
the start and end points for each trip. 

The service, dubbed Divvy to reflect 
the divide-and-share nature of bike-shar- 
ing, is not designed or priced for users 
to hog the bikes on leisurely, hourslong 
trips. Customers are supposed to use the 
bikes for 30 minutes or less on each ride. 
Riders get unlimited trips lasting up to 
a half-hour; after that, overtime fees are 
charged. 

While on the one hand calling the 
public response to the Divvy program 
“beyond expectations,” city officials have 
set a high bar for ultimate success. 

One solid measurement will be wheth- 
er significant numbers of city residents 
who own cars decide not to buy new ve- 
hicles when it comes time to replace their 
current ones, Kubly said. 

“Bike-sharing is really another trans- 
portation option that is not a car,” Kubly 


said Friday. 

When the Divvy program has been fully 
operational for a year, in spring 2015, “we will 
be able to talk about how bike-sharing is really 
changing the choices people are making and 
their behaviors,” he said. 

Asked whether it is the Emanuel adminis- 
tration’s goal to reduce car ownership in Chi- 
cago, Kubly did not say no. 

“We want to provide people with as many 
options as we can for transportation and al- 
low them to make the best choice they can for 
themselves,” Kubly said. 

Bike-sharing, which Chicago Transporta- 
tion Commissioner Gabe Klein predicts will 
become a popular “bike taxi option,” is de- 
signed to blend in with the commuter lifestyle 
that also involves the CTA, Metra and, some- 
times, taxicabs. 

It also is a tool to help ease traffic conges-

tion by promoting more walking as city traf- 
fic engineers work to make Chicago safer and 
more accommodating to pedestrians and bi- 
cyclists by building wider sidewalks and more 
bike lanes, officials said. 

A core component of the bike-share pro- 
gram is to serve as a link-up to CTA buses and 
CTA and Metra trains for the first and last 
mile or so of commutes, officials said. 

Some of the busier Divvy bike-docking sta- 
tions are clustered near CTA and Metra sta- 
tions, which suggests that some commuters 
are incorporating Divvy into their transit trips 
downtown. No studies have been conducted 
to verify or pinpoint travel patterns, CDOT 
officials said, adding that the Divvy rollout 
will first be completed before conducting any 
in-depth analysis. 

The preliminary data show that the busier 
Divvy stations near transit stops include the 


one at Clinton Street and Washington Boule- 
vard, outside Ogilvie Transportation Center. 
It ranked No. 12 overall for the number of 
trips started from that location, almost 3,000, 
city transportation records show. 

High-use Divvy stations near CTA rail sta- 
tions include those at Michigan Avenue and 
Lake Street; Wabash Avenue and Roosevelt 
Road; and Canal Street and Jackson Boule- 
vard, at the south entrance to Union Station, 
records show. Divvy use also is growing near 
CTA Blue Line stations, and there are signs 
the bike trips are replacing some bus com- 
mutes from the West Loop to the heart of 
downtown, officials said. 

A strong response from transit commuters 
has prompted officials to increase the number 
of bike docks at the Daley Center Divvy sta- 
tion. In the morning the docks were fill- 
ing up too quickly due to large numbers

CAIRO Egypt’s military declared Sunday that 
it will not tolerate violent protests as security 
forces arrested hundreds of Muslim Brother- 
hood members and some planned protest ral- 
lies were derailed. 

The vow from military leader Gen. Abdel 
Fattah Sisi came after days of demonstrations 
left about 800 people dead and the opposi- 
tion pledged a week of protests against the 
bloody crackdown that began Wednesday. The 
military presence throughout Cairo and its 
suburbs, already at a heightened level in recent 
days, swelled Sunday as tanks could be seen 
throughout most neighborhoods and around 
squares.

Chef Gaston Acurio 
brings a taste of 
Peru to River North 


Chicago Tribune 
Gaston Acurio gets around. The man whose 
Gaston y Astrid restaurant in Lima, Peru, is 
14th on Restaurant Magazine’s current The 
World’s 50 Best Restaurants list has 32 other 
restaurants worldwide, has published 20 
books, has been part of a documentary film 
with the legendary Ferran Adria and has nu- 
merous television appearances to his credit. 
Last month, Acurio received a lifetime 
achievement award in conjunction with the 
upcoming Latin America’s 50 Best Restaurants 
awards, which will be announced Sept. 4. Part 
chef, part author, part prophet, Acurio has 
spent most of his career preaching the gospel 
of Peruvian cuisine throughout the world. 
And now he brings his message of hope, 
seafood and citrus to Chicago, in the form of 
Tanta, which opened Aug. 12 in River North. 
Tanta means “bread” in the Incan language, 
but in the sense of provided nourishment and 
food rather than literal bread, Acurio says. In 
that sense, Tanta (118 W. Grand Ave., 312-222- 
9700) will not be on the haute-cuisine level 
of Gaston y Astrid. Acurio envisions a casual, 
lively spot with 126 seats where people are as 
comfortable simply ordering a pisco sour and 


cebiche (Peruvian ceviche) at the bar as they 
might be sitting down to a two-hour meal. In- 
deed, small plates ($9-$16) dominate the one- 
page menu, augmented by a half-dozen or so 
entrees ($17-$36). It’s a restaurant designed 
for grazing, sharing and experimenting. 

Peruvian is sometimes thought to be fusion 
cuisine because of its myriad multicultural 
influences. Those influences— Chinese, Japa- 
nese, Spanish, Italian, African and ancient 
Incan—melded over hundreds of years; if 
Peruvian is a melting pot, and it is, it’s a slow 
cooker. And Acurio thinks these unique flavor 
melds will play well in Chicago. 

“T’ve been coming to Chicago a lot for the 
last year,” Acurio says, “and I’ve discovered 
that Chicagoans love food; they’re always 
looking for new, good things. I was at Girl & 
the Goat, where they use the whole head of a 
pig, and was amazed how people were loving 
these different ingredients and complex reci- 
pes. We feel if we show our original culture 
and original flavors with the best ingredients, 
I hope people will like it.” 

And if a first-timer were to order just one 
dish, which should it be? 

“For your first time, I think the best dish 
would be the cebiche tasting (three cebiches, 
$25),” Acurio says. “The classico [fish], mixto 
{squid, octopus, more] and nikkei [tuna, avo- 
cado, tamarind}]—those will open the door to 
the Peruvian soul.”

Aaron Taylor-Johnson 
returns to his brutal ways 
in blockbuster ‘Kick-Ass 2’

In the three years since he first slipped into 
green Lycra to portray Kick-Ass—an awkward 
teen turned wannabe superhero—much has 
changed for English actor Aaron Taylor-John- 
son. He jumped from British TV heartthrob to 
American movie stardom, became a father and 
began to pop up in casting conversations about 
one of Hollywood’s juiciest roles: Christian 
Grey in the adaptation of E.L. James’ erotic 
bestseller “Fifty Shades of Grey” (which, not 
incidentally, will be directed by his wife, Sam 
Taylor-Wood). 

Now, if widespread reports in fanboy circles 
are to be believed, the 23-year-old is close to 
signing on to portray Quicksilver in “The 
Avengers: Age of Ultron,” sequel to last year’s 
superhero blockbuster “The Avengers,” the 
third highest-grossing film of all time. (Iaylor- 
Johnson said if he’s hired, filming is set to begin 
in February) 


First, though, Taylor-Johnson is shepherding 
the KickAss character—and alter ego soft- 
spoken, tongue-tied hero Dave Lizewski— 
through his own transformation from boy to 
manhood in “Kick-Ass 2,” which opened last 
week. 

In “Kick-Ass 2,” Dave bulks up and improves 
his crime-fighting skills with a new faction of 
costumed vigilantes after his partner, Hit-Girl 
(Chloe Grace Moretz), decides to hang up her 
cape. In short, TaylorJohnson must transform 
into a new Kick-Ass while staying true to his 
earlier performance. 

“I wanted it to feel like everyone around him 
has changed, except for Dave,” Taylor-Johnson 
said. “But you need to feel a similarity; he needs 
to feel familiar to you.” 

Whereas the first film found Hit-Girl and 
Kick-Ass navigating the pressures of school 
and costumed vigilantism, “Kick-Ass 2” fol- 
lows Dave as he takes up with a new group of 
would-be Avengers battling a group of violent 
villains led by Chris D’Amico (Christopher 
Mintz-Plasse reprising his role as The Mother 
{bleep]er).

Grabbing the franchise reins from Vaughn, 
writer-director Jeff Wadlow (the 2005 horror- 
mystery “Cry Wolf,” 2008's MMA drama 
“Never Back Down”) took “Kick-Ass 2” in a 
different direction. “Jeff delivered a screenplay 
that took the characters to a whole new place 
and on a journey that was emotional,” Taylor- 
Johnson said. “He brought humor back to it.” 

Wadlow said he appreciated TaylorJohn- 
son’s lack of pretense and insistence on wearing 
the same glasses, baggy jeans and ratty T-shirts 
he wore in the first “Kick-Ass.” “He looks like a 
huge dork,” Wadlow said. “A lot of actors want 


to look cool, but Aaron was adamant that he 
look the same.” 

Since June, when TaylorWood was hired 
to direct “Fifty Shades,” fans have speculated 
whether TaylorJohnson might take on the role 
of the kinky male protagonist. But he waves 
off the discussion, pointing out he’s a bit young 
to portray the 27-year-old character. 

As for a third “Kick-Ass,” he’s not ruling 
out the possibility. “We have to see how this 
one pans out,” the actor said. “There’s no rush 
with them. It needs to have time to sit and 
digest. We'll come back when we're ready.”

Google Maps takes ‘Who’ 
fans inside the TARDIS

It seems there are Whovians embedded in 
Google’s ranks. A newly discovered Easter 
egg on Google Maps lets “Doctor Who” fans 
peek into the TARDIS—the Doctor’s time- 
traveling spaceship—and it is indeed bigger 
on the inside. 

Google Maps users who search for “police 
telephone box, england” are transported to the 
iconic blue police box. The TARDIS appears 
to be parked on Earl’s Court Road in London, 
and users can virtually explore the inside, or at 
least the main room (no sign of River Song’s 
swimming pool or the Doctor’s library). 

When viewing the TARDIS from outside, 
click the double-white arrows directly in front 
of the police box to be transported inside the 
TARDIS. Google Street View’s 360 viewing 


tool provides a close-up view of the TARDIS 
console and its various controls. 

First reported by Jalopnik, the Easter egg 
appears to have some limitations. Users who 
have opted in to Google’s new Maps interface 
might need to switch back to classic Google 
Maps in order to see the double arrows that 
lead inside the spaceship. 

The TARDIS Easter egg follows last 
month’s Street View addition of Diagon Alley, 
the magical thoroughfare from “Harry Pot- 
ter.” Searching for “Diagon Alley” in Google 
Maps takes Muggles to Gringotts Wizarding 
Bank, Ollivander’s Wand Shop and Weas- 
ley’s Wizard Wheezes and more landmarks, 
thanks to a Street View feature based on the 
movie set built in Leavesden, Hertfordshire. 

“Lord of the Rings” fans will remember that 
asking Google Maps for walking directions 
from the Shire to Mordor yields Boromit’s in- 
famous warning: “One does not simply walk 
into Mordor.”
